GENERAL  INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  PLANTING 


WATER  CULTURE.— This  method  of 
flowering  is  always  interesting.  Single 
Hyacinths  are  easily  grown  in  glasses  of 
water,  and  special  Hyacinth  glasses  can  be 
obtained  at  40c  to  50c  each  from  us.  They 
are  simply  filled  with  fresh,  pure  water,  and 
the  bulb  rests  in  a  cup-shaped  receptacle  on 
top  of  the  glass.  The  water  should  barely 
come  up  to  the  roots  of  the  bulb.  Put  in  a 
cool,  dark,  airy  place,  until  the  roots  have 
grown  to  the  bottom  of  the  vase;  as  the 
water  evaporates,  fill  the  vase,  and  change 
the  water  occasionally  in  order  to  keep  it 
pure  and  fresh.  After  rooting  place  the 
vases  in  a  light,  cool  room  until  the  foliage 
is  well  developed,  after  which  they  may  be 
put  in  a  light,  sunny  window,  soon  after 
which  the  flowers  will  appear.  Narcissus 
and  Sacred  Lilies  may  all  be  grown  in  the 
same  way,  in  glass  bowls  partly  filled  with 
pebbles  and  sand. 

FORCING  IN  POTS. — In  potting,  use 
light,  rich,  rather  sandy  soil.  A  combina¬ 
tion  of  about  one-third  each  of  sand,  top 
soil  from  old  pastures  and  well  rotted  cow 
manure  makes  the  best  potting  soil.  Leave 
about  one-third  of  the  bulb  above  the  sur¬ 


face  of  soil  in  the  pot  in  planting.  Then 
plunge  the  pots  about  six  Indies  deep  in 
sandy  soil  or  else  put  away  in  cellars  or 
dark  closet  for  five  or  six  weeks.  Keep 
moist,  but  not  wet.  At  the  end  of  six  weeks 
the  bulbs  will  have  rooted  well  and,  when 
pots  are  placed  in  a  warm,  sunny  situation, 
they  come  in  bloom  rapidly.  Dutch 
Hyacinths  and  Paperwhite  Narcissus  are 
especially  valuable  for  this  purpose. 

OUTDOOR  PLANTING.— For  bulbs  to 
bloom  in  late  Winter  and  eariy  Spring  they 
should  be  planted  from  October  1st  to  Jan¬ 
uary  1st.  Our  personal  preference  is  No¬ 
vember  15th  to  December  15th.  Plant  in 
deep,  rich  soil  or  one  that  has  been  well 
fertilized  with  well  rotted  manure,  cow  ma¬ 
nure  being  preferable  if  obtainable.  Do  not, 
under  any  circumstances,  use  fresh  manure 
so  that  it  comes  in  contact  with  the  bulbs, 
as  it  is  injurious.  Set  the  bulbs  (except  the 
small  bulbs,  such  as  Crocus)  so  that  the 
crown  of  the  bulb  is  three  or  four  inches 
below  the  surface  of  the  soil.  After  plant¬ 
ing  the  soil  should  be  firmed.

It  is  difficult  to  conceive  of  anything  more  brilliant  in  color  than  a  bed  of  good 
Tulips.  Their  great  variety  of  color,  intense  brilliancy  and  beautiful  shading  make  them 
universal  favorites.  Another  consideration  in  their  favor  is  the  ease  with  which  they 
can  be  cultivated,  only  requiring  good,  common  garden  soil  to  grow  them  to  perfection 
There  are  no  bulbs  which  make  such  a  rich  and  gorgeous  display  of  blossom  with  so 
little  care  and  cultivation.  The  culture  of  the  Tulips  is  the  same  as  that  of  Hyacinths, 
except  that  the  bulbs  should  be  planted  about  5  inches  deep  and  6  to  8  inches  apart. 

Lagomarsino’s  Giant  Darwin  Tulips

For  early  Spring  flowers,  sow 
Sweet  Peas  in  the  Fall,  October, 
November  and  December.  For 
late  flowering  they  can  be  plent- 
ed  any  time  during  the  Winter 
or  Spring.  Prepare  the  ground 
by  working  from  eighteen  to 
twenty-four  inches  deep.  Give 
the  ground  liberal  dressing  of 
manure  and  bone  meal. 

Set  the  seeds  not  over  two 
inches  deep  and  two  inches 
apart  on  a  firm  bed;  do  not 
plant  seeds  in  loose  soil.  When 
the  plants  are  out  of  the  ground, 
thin  from  six  to  twelve  inches 
apart.  Give  the  young  plants 
good  support,  so  they  can  climb 
four  to  six  feet  high — in  this 
way  they  produce  nice,  long 
stems.  In  hot  weather,  water 
frequently.  For  large  flowers 
apply  liquid  manure  about  once 
a  week.  Pick  flowers  daily  (even 
poorest  flowers)  as  this  prolongs 
the  flowering  season.

Flower  Seeds  for  Fall  Sowing 

During  the  Fall  months  is  the  best  time  to  start  any  of  the  following  seeds,  and  by 
planting  in  the  Fall  instead  of  in  the  Spring,  a  year  is  gained  with  such  tiowers  as  Holly¬ 
hocks,  Foxglove,  Canterbury  Bells,  etc. 

The  best  way  to  start  most  flowers  is  by  planting  the  seed  in  a  box  that  holds 
about  four  or  five  inches  of  soil.  Have  a  good,  rich,  light  soil,  mixed  with  well-rotted 
manure  or  leafmold.  For  drainage,  bore  some  holes  in  the  bottom  of  the  box.  Set  the 
box  in  a  warm,  sheltered  place,  but  do  not  set  in  the  bright  sun,  as  this  often  burns  the 
young  plants  just  coming  out  of  the  soil.  When  the  plants  have  made  the  fourth  leaf, 
they  should  be  taken  up  and  transplanted  in  another  box  about  one  inch  from  one  an¬ 
other.  or  preferably  in  paper  pots,  and  when  well  started  should  be  planted  into  the 
garden.

GROWING  BULBS  IN  FIBRE  IN  BOWLS,  JARS,  ETC.,  WITHOUT 
DRAINAGE,  FOR  TABLE  DECORATION 

This  method  of  growing  bulbs  is  deservedly  popular  with  the  amateur  gardener 
owing  to  its  novelty  and  cleanliness.  Bulbs,  such  as  Tulips,  Polyanthus-Narcissus, 
Scillas,  Freesias,  Snowdrops,  Muscari,  Crocus,  etc.,  adapt  themselves  to  this  mode  of 
culture  and  splendid  results  can  be  obtained. 

DIRECTIONS — ’Let  the  fibre  be  made  fairly  moist  by  sprinkling  with  water  and 
well  mixing,  but  not  so  wet  that  any  water  can  be  wrung  from  it  when  squeezed  in 
the  hand.  Put  a  layer  in  the  bottom  of  the  vessel  as  deep  as  can  be  offorded,  allow¬ 
ing  sufficient  space  at  the  top,  so  that  when  the  vessel  is  filled  to  within  half-an-inch 
of  the  rim  the  bulbs  will  be  entirely  covered.  The  noses  of  the  bulbs  only  should  be 
left  peeping  through.  The  number  of  bulbs  will  be  according  to  their  size  and  the  size 
of  the  jar  or  bowl.  They  may  be  planted  fairly  'close,  but  should  not  touch  each  other; 
a  nice  distance  in  most  cases  would  be  the  diameter  of  the  bulbs  apart.  Make  all  mod¬ 
erately  firm,  but  do  not  press  hard;  and  put  away  in  a  dark  airy  cellar  or  room  until 
well  rooted  and  the  tops  grown  about  an  inch.  Then  remove  to  a  light  window  or 
greenhouse  and  gradually  afford  more  water  as  growth  advances,  TAKING  CARE 
THAT  THEY  NEVER  ONCE  BECOME  DRY,  or,  on  the  other  hand,  too  wet. 
Bulbs  grown  in  this  way  may  be  placed  anywhere  about  the  house  without  fear  of  any 
water  or  soil  coming  through  the  bottom  of  the  receptacle.
